2* If you think it necessary to go into this problem in more 
detail, that you have sons competent person in the Office of Special 
Operations or Inspection and Security analyse these published 
artloles for specific violations about unauthorised disclosure of 
intelligence sources and methods. But, if your informal presenta- 
tion of this matter to the Secretaries is sueeasafol, tills may not
